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CH/s  Changing  Face

In  1986  the  city's  voters  passed  Proposition  M  to  pre- 
serve existing  housing  and  neighborhood  character. 

Our  government  should  have  immediately  exam- 
ined both  the  city's  planning  code  and  zoning.  When 
they  didn't,  residents  applied  pressure  to  protect  the 
city's  homes.  This  led  to  both  a  demolition  moratorium 
and  a  study  of  each  neighborhood. 

In  March  of  1990,  the  city  published  the  results  in 
the  Residential  Conservation  Re-zoning  Study.  The  study 
showed  that  most  residences  were  small — two  stories 
(20-24'  high)  and  55'  long  or  less. 

Because  of  San  Francisco's  haphazard  development 
patterns,  the  proposal  that  followed  was  based  on  area- 
specific  building  size  limits,  while  allowing  for  moderate 
expansion  in  scale  with  what  was  there.  This  is  unlike 
citywide  standards  which  do  not  distinguish  differences 
between  Glen  Park  and  Pacific  Heights. 

This  planning  code  change  would  have  been  the 
first  step  in  complying  with  Prop.  M  and  protecting  the 
neighborhoods  because  it  was  based  on  existing  devel- 
opment scale.  It  would  have  protected  the  less  developed 
neighborhoods  like  Glen  Park.  It  was  dropped  in  Sep- 
tember of  1990. 

The  city  has  since  published  a  series  of  proposed 
changes  to  code.  All  have  been  for  citywide  standards, 
where  allowable  building  size  is  the  same.  The  latest 
proposal  (the  4/93  R"C"C)  is  less  restrictive  than  current 
code,  and  is  a  direct  violation  of  Prop.  M. 

When  it  is  passed,  Glen  Park  will  have  no  protection 
from  out-of-scale  construction.  When  building  propos- 
als are  made,  it  will  be  too  late  to  modify  this  maximized 
building  envelop.  Once  these  standards  are  codified, 


approval  will  be  within  what  is  allowed.  What  is  al- 
lowed on  our  standard  lots?

The  1990  study  documents  the  small  size  of  the 
buildings,  so  this  exercise  in  code  revision,  with  more 
permissive  standards,  can  never  comply  with  Prop.  M's 
mandate.  To  date,  this  has  cost  over  a  million  dollars, 
and  given  the  result,  has  been  a  total  misuse  of  funds.

Traffic  Fads  Part  I  •  Background

Glen  Park  has  traffic  problems.  Recently  the  city  com- 
pleted a  traffic  study,  and  has  also  responded  to  requests 
made  for  help  on  specific  traffic  problems  identified  by 
residents.  Both  the  study  and  the  responses  are  inad- 
equate, and  are  merely  the  same  tactics  used  repeatedly 
by  the  city  in  the  past. 

Glen  Park's  traffic  problems  stem  from  decisions 
made  years  ago.  Some  have  easily  identified  solutions, 
and  some  don't  even  have  identified  causes.  To  both 
identify  and  resolve  these  issues  the  city  will  have  to

During  wet  weather,  the  output  of  San  Francisco's  southeast 
treatment  plant  overflows  into  Islais  Creek  and  then  into  the 
bay,  in  violation  of  water  quality  standards.  At  GPA's  August 
10th  meeting,  the  SF  Department  of  Public  Works  presented 
four  alternatives  for  handling  this  water:  1  )a  fairly  deep 
crosstown  tunnel  passing  under  Glen  Canyon  Park  and  de- 
livering the  waste  water  to  the  ocean;  2)  a  main  just  under 
the  surface  south  of  Glen  Park,  ending  in  the  ocean;  3)  a 
new,  larger  pipe  to  carry  it  farther  out  into  the  bay  and; 
4)  exporting  the  water  to  the  Central  Valley  for  irrigation. 

There  will  be  a  technical  study  and  an  environmental 
impact  study  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  votes  on  it.

This  code  proposal  meets  few  of  its  goals,  and  because  of 
Prop.  M,  is  illegal. 

In  Oscar  Newman's  1972  planning  book  titled  De- 
fensible Space,  he  states:  "So  long  as  land-use  zoning  re- 
strictions are  so  easily  manipulated — zoning  amend- 
ments so  readily  pushed  through  planning  boards — land 
speculators  will  continue  to  hold  out  for  higher  costs, 
knowing  that  the  density  can  always  rise  to  meet  them.  It 
is  an  ever  increasing,  self-perpetuating  spiral,  and  until 
we  develop  a  rationale  for  restricting  density,  based  on 
more  than  competitive  land  costs  or  the  capacity  of  sup- 
port facilities,  we  will  be  parties  to  our  own  demise." 

San  Francisco's  "support  facilities"  (infrastructure) 
are  now  $3B  behind  in  both  inadequate  capacity  and 
maintenance.

cooperate.  The  responses  from  the  city  do  not  leave 
much  hope  for  that. 

A  case  in  point  from  the  past  will  demonstrate  the 
reasoning  behind  this  statement:  In  May,  1985  the  Glen 
Park  Association  requested  stop  signs  on  Bosworth  at 
Lyell.  The  city  stated  that  police  accident  statistics  and 
the  city's  field  observations  showed  that  the  intersection 
operated  well.  To  avoid  placing  traffic  controls  at  the 
intersection,  the  city  painted  in  "school  crossing"  mark- 
ings within  the  year. 

At  a  1991  GPA  meeting,  Rina  Cutler,  then  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Traffic  and  Parking,  gave  the  rea- 
sons for  not  putting  stop  signs  on  Bosworth  at  Lyell:  1 ) 
Muni  doesn't  like  stop  signs  on  its  routes,  and  2)  not 
enough  traffic  to  warrant  controls  at  this  intersection. 

Yet,  a  study  conducted  by  a  private  consultant  for 
the  Ray  Oil  Burner  site  development  states:  "The  left 
turns  from  the  south  approach  (Lyell  Street)  operate  at 
LOS  F*  due  to  their  stop  control,  while  east/west  traffic 
on  Bosworth  Street  is  uncontrolled.  Existing  traffic  vol- 
umes at  this  intersection  would  meet  the  minimum  vol-

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ume  warrant  for  installation  of  a  traffic  signal.  In  fact, 
this  warrant  was  met  in  1985  or  before,  as  revealed  by  a 
traffic  count  from  the  City  Traffic  Engineering  Division.  If 
signalized,  the  existing  intersection  operation  (LOS  F) 
would  improve  to  LOS  C*." 

One  thing  this  report  shows  is  that  in  1985,  when 
the  city  refused  to  put  stop  signs  on  Bosworth  at  Lyell, 
the  traffic  volume  actually  warranted  a  stop  light,  &  much 
higher  volume  than  the  volume  for  a  stop  sign.  Ms.  Cut- 
ler can  be  given  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  and  it  can  be 
assumed  that  she  hadn't  done  her  homework  before 
speaking  to  GPA.  This  assumption,  however,  does  not 
inspire  confidence.  This  example  of  known  facts  being 
ignored  by  the  "experts"  in  1985  is  not  an  isolated  in- 
stance, but  one  that  is  known.  How  many  are  unknown? 

Another  important  fact  from  this  study  done  for  the 
Ray  Oil  Burner  site  development  is,  perhaps,  the  ugliest 
of  all.  During  the  hearings  at  the  Planning  Commission 
on  the  development,  Planning  Department  staff  repeat- 
edly stated  that  the  reason  the  site  was  zoned  "out  of 
character"  with  the  neighborhood  (in  direct  violation  of 
the  law — Proposition  M  1986),  was  because  of  its  prox- 
imity to  BART,  3  blocks  away. 

Yet,  the  traffic  study  done  for  the  development  only 
extended  a  block  and  a  half  from  the  site  to  Lyell  Street. 
The  study  did  not  look  at  existing  conditions  at  the 
BART  station,  nor  did  it  analyze  the  development's  im- 
pact on  the  most  congested  and  troubled  area  in  the 
neighborhood,  the  corner  of  Diamond  and  Bosworth. 

The  "experts"  created  the  situation  initially.  To 
compound  their  incompetence  and  irresponsibility,  city 
professionals  have  misled  this  neighborhood,  ignored 
suggestions  from  residents,  broken  promises  and  vio- 


lated state  law  by  allowing  an  inadequate  study  area  in 
an  environmental  review. 

This  article  was  done  by  special  request.  Because  of 
the  amount  of  information  needed  to  understand  this 
issue,  it  will  be  done  as  a  series.  The  study  results  will  be 
summarized  in  the  next  issue  along  with  promises  made 
by  the  city.  This  is  really  a  political  battle,  and  hopefully, 
the  residents  once  informed,  will  plan  a  strategy  to  force 
some  accountability  from  the  city.
